TRIKE OF THE LUMBERJACKS, 
Twenty-five hundred  logging-camp 
workers in the Gray's Harbor district in the 


State of Washington are demanding that-— 


their pay be increased to the rates which 
prevailed last fall before lumber was placed 
on the free list by the new tariff law, and 
600 of them are on strike to enforce their 
demand. 

The reduction in wages was the immedi- 


ate, inevitable and predicted effect of the 


new tariff law. Secretary Redfield promised 


to have arrested and jafied every employer 
of labor who reduced wages because of the 


reduction caused by the tariff law in the 
price of commodities made by the laborer.

By the time the general government has 
extended the franchise to all women elec- 
tions will be so numerous that voting will 
be positively unfashionable. In that un- 
happy event the loved ones will not care to 
exercise the right which they aver God 
gave but man begrudged. 

California has become a very free and 
promiscuous State in the matter of voting, 
and may de still more so if the present tribe 
of Indians is continued in-authority. We 
have a school or bond election every fifteen 
minutes and a recall or primary every 
other Tuesday in Lent. Whenever a tour- 
ist achieves a ripe and ravenous thirst and 
fondly gloats over the manner and method 
of its assuagement, he finds himself con- 
fronted at the door of the hotel buffet with 
the sorrowful legend: “Closed on Account 
of Election.” There are so many of these 
days that a stranger wonders how the 
places can afford to pay the license. 

We have elections on such disturbing 
problems of social government as the right 
to serve free lunch or smoke on street cars. 
Questions of policy, morality and finance 
are alike judged by the arbitrament of the 
ballot, and presently we will be having «@ 
referendum on whether barbers may or 
must shave our nécks. 


The primary law has added 19 per cent. 


‘to our election burdens and responsibilities, 


and yet it seems like a merry jest in some 
of its operations. Our care-free crusaders 
in the Progressive camp claim the primary 
act as their very own. It gives to every 
voter a personal opportunity to participate 
in the selection of the nominees as well as 
of the officials. And yet we see a great 
canvas sign flaunting across Broadway in 
Los Angeles which assures Progressive 
voters that their candidates are already 
picked and chosen—months in advance of 
the primary election. As little 
jokers the Progressive leaders seem to be 
entitled to all the medals and gate money. 

Having lived in California the better part 
of three years, I am now a doddering old 
pioneer; nevertheless, there were primary 
laws in other States I knew before the 
heavy footfalls of Hiram Waterbury John- 
son tipped up the East. There has been a 
general primary act in Mlinois for eight 
years, but it has to be renovated at every 
session of the Legislature, and few people 
are enthusiastic over it. Prior to the gen- 
eral act there was an optional law which 
political parties could adopt if they wished. 
The Democrats for more than twenty years 
made the bulk of their city, county and 
some Congressional nominations in primary 
elections, while the Republicans adhered to 
the caucus and convention plan. In the 
particular county in which I was long resi- 
dent the Democrats were very strongly in 
the majority. All their county and city 
nominations were made upder the primary 
Plan, yet there was boss rule in every com- 
munity and ward, and every few years the 
nominations would be so distressingly bad 
that the citizens would turn to the other 
party for relief. The Republicans with 
their conventions always had cleaner and 
better men in the running and there was 
much less expense to their campaign. The 
party assessment in the Democratic prt- 
mary was high and in most cases the use 


| of money rather than the merit of the man 


determined the nominations. The conven- 
tion plan furnished a stronger and better- 
balanced ticket. 

Under the Illinois primary act all the 
Democratic nominees on the State ticket 
were residents of Chicago. A convention 
that was bought outright would not name a 
ticket so injudicious from a party stand- 
point. But as elections become more fre- 
quent the results are apt to be worse. The 
big cities will completely dominate the 
State. I would make a small bet now that 
in the next State campaign in Illinois the 
Democtatic nominees will not only be all 
from Chicago, but will all be Irishmen from 
one ward of that city. At any rate, an 
American from a rural district would not 
stand much show unless he had a few hun- 
dred thousand dollars to spend to organize 
the attention of the voters. 

Even the manner of naming Senators by 
popular vote means a great expense to the 
successful candidate. If campaigning be a 
question of finance it will take less money 


to influence a State Legislature than to 


carry a candidacy into every county of the 


| State and be subject to the avaricious ap- 


proaches of all the county organizations 
and individual voters. It is easier and 
better for the candidate to soothe and pla- 
eate his rivals with promises and agree- 
ments and secure an uncontested place on 
the ticket, but where does the popular will 
come in on’a deal of that kind? ~ 

The franchise is a fine thing, but it is be- 
ing terribly cheapened when citizens are 
being asked to exercise it every day on 
such questions as the right to wear a straw 
hat in April or the efficiency of Willie Chase 
as custodian of the municipal pound. 

I have a swell suffragette friend in the 
East, and when she tells me she is crazy 
to vote I tell her she would be crazy if she 
voted half as often as they are invited to at 
Long Beach or some other places I might 
mention. If she wants a vote she can have 
mine on Wednesdays and Fridays in June.

Cuprien at Laguna Beach. - 
Frank W. Cuprien, who has been 
wintering at Laguna Beach, painting” 
the wonderful vistas of land and sea 
to be found everywhere in that de- 
lightful spot, is now exhibiting the 
results of his happy labors at the 
Kanst gallery, No. 642 South Spring 
street, where thirty pictures of the 
open sea and of shore and sea will 
remain to the end of the week. 

Cuprien is one of the few men 
among us who devote themselves en- 
tirely to the painting of marines. If 
he te a landscape now and then— 
and of course he does, for he has a 
small one on exhibition—this occurs 
so rarely that the effort does not in- 
validate his claim to be called a4 
marine painter pure and simple. 

The artist spent his boyhood on 
Long Island Sound, and the call of 
the sea was so insistent that he has 
never been able to hear any other. 
He wandered among the old ship 
spending hours over the ves- 
sels he found in various stages of 
construction. He studied them and 
he painted them, and you will find, 
today; thaf his ships are just right 
as to sails and rigging. Entering the 
Art Students’ League of New York, 
he worked diligently there for some 
time. Then he went to Philadelphia 
to study under Carl Weber and to re- 
ceive criticisms and suggestions from 
William T. Richards. Still later came 
Munich and Carl Raupp, and then the 
Academie Julian. 

Cuprien seems to have been every- 
where—in Hamburg and Dresden, in 
Heligoland and Bonholm Sylt, tn the 
Bavarian Alps. He even shipped as 
a common sailor on a North Sea fish- 
ing smack, there gaining an under- 
standing of the sea that could hardly 
be obtained in any other way. After 
this enlivening experience, he drifted, 
so to speak, to sunnier and quieter 
scenes—to Venice, Florence, Capri, 
Athens, painting all the way. He 
spent eleven years in Burope, from 
the Mediterranean to the North Sea, 
and on hie return to America went to 
Florida and the Gulf of Mexico. He 
has been in Los Angeles for several 
ears.

‘wa HE principal es of this story are 
laid in Alaska, in regions with which the 
suthor, Mr. Dunn, is thoroughly familiar 

having spent years of his life among them. 
His description of the ascent of Mt. Lin- 
coln, in the novel, is cut out with the vivid- 
ness of experience, in all of its terrible 
reality, having himself almost succeeded, in 
an expedition, in reaching the top of Mt. 
McKinley. This novel is written more with 
the apparent purpose of carving out truth 
than to pander to the dictates of romance. 
There is something almost Tolstoian in the 
photographic barbarity with which the de- 
tails of the innermost being of his charac- 
ters are set forth. There is no pretension 
from cover to cover. The author does not 
choose, either, the smooth products of cul- 
ture to out his purposes. He works 
them out with elemental men and women— 
men and women possessed of the primal 
passions, with that touch of ideality that 
leads them on to perform great deeds with- 
out fully understanding the value of the 
deed itself—the aspiration that lies at the 
root of all evolution. 

The land robberies in Alaska are fully 
aired—the cool effrontery of claim-jumping, 
and the legal jugglery by which the original 
owners, who have undergone all of the de- 
vastating struggles of pioneering in the far 
Northwest, are beaten out of their posses- 
sions, or compelled to resort to the barbaric 
methods by which the cave man defended 
what was his own. 

It is through the deliberate abandonment 
of old conditions that Gail Thain. finds him- 
self, At the opening of the story he is mis- 
mated with a woman, and the two are prov- 
ing destructive elements to each other.

Second Storage Piant of Royal 
Dutch to Cost Nearly Three Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars; Will Be 
One of the Largest in District.

M’KITTRICK, April 3.—Work on 
the American Gasoline Company's 
tank farm on section 2, 31-22, four 
miles south of McKittrick; was in- 
augurated this week.

geles to the farm. The preliminary 
arrangements having been perfected, 
the movement of material required 
for the tanks and other purposes will 
now go forward steadily. The con- 
tract for the building of tanks was 
awarded to the Liewellyn Iron Works 
of Los Angeles, and that for the grad- 
ing of the grounds on the southwest 
quarter of the section, where accom- 
modation is to be furnished for the 
storage of more than 1,000,000 barrels 
of oll, went to Messrs. Shattuck & 
Nimmo of Taft, who will also do tho 
hauling. The announcement of the 
location of the plant, made two weeks 

0, aroused general interest in the 
West Side oil fields. 

While it is understood that it is the 
intention of the American Gasoline 
Company to erect on the farm near 
McKittrick twenty tanks, each with a 
capacity of 65,000 barrels, the initial 
work of the company will be to pro- 
vide one-half this number, to take 
eare of the first lot of oil contracted 
for. The remaining tanks will be 
constructed later in the summer.

WISDOM OF THE ANCIENTS. 


Evidence Obtained That the Egyp- 
tians Possessed Almost Every 
Science and Fad Known by People. 

{Boston Transcript:] It is now be- 
lieved that the ancients used tele- 
scopes for astronomical purposes. In 
excavations in Babylonia a lens has 
been found which was undoubtedly 
used in a telescope centuries before 
the birth of Christ. The ancients. 
both Chaldean and Egyptian, were 
acquainted with the planetary sys- 
tem, knew that the earth was round, 
cotld calculate meridians exactly, 
calculate the orbits of the planets: in 
fact, paid great attention to eclipses 
of the sun and moon, to occultations 
of the planets, to the motions of tha 
planets, and the determination of

ISSUANCE OF NOTES. 
Section 16 provides that Federal 
reserve notes will be advanced to Fed- 
eral reserve agents, as hereinafter set 
forth, AND FOR NO OTHER PUR- 
POSE, and then provides that the Fed- 
eral reserve bank, by presenting 
collateral security, which is to be of 
notes and bills accepted for rediscount, 
as per section 13 of the act, and also 
providing that the notes and bills 
should be switched around, daily if 
necessary, so as to ,keep the collateral 
in live paper; that the bank, by main- 
taining a reserve in gold or lawful 
money, of not less than 35 per cent. 
against its deposits, and reserves of 
gold of not less than 40 per cent. 
against its Federal reserve notes in 
actual! circulation, shall receive Fed- 
eral reserve notes amounting to par 
value of the securities offered. 

Then they put in this remarkable 
provision: “No Federal reserve bank 
shall pay out notes issued through an- 
other, under penalty of a tax. of 10 
per cent. upon the face value of notes 
so paid out.” 

This prevents the notes from being 
used as currency, as it is only a prom- 
ise to pay made by a certain bank and 
used locally. , 

In fact, the first part of section 16 
appears to be part of the original 
scheme to inflate our currency at the 
will of the eral Reserve 
with small regard for consequences, 
but amendments changed its charac- 
ter. In section 16 the Federal Re- 
serve Board was to regulate the rate 
of interest on such issues; but in sec- 
tion 27 some one has put in a “joker,”

Shillworthy that neither I nor anyone else guessed. 
At any rate I knew well enough what was required 
of me. Consequently my secretary drew a check 
for $100, and I enclosed it in a letter to Shillworthy, 
telling him how delighted I was to aid such a highly 
moral movement. My tongue was in my cheek as 
I signed the letter. : 

A few days later came another letter from Shill- 
worthy. He asked if 1 would act as counsel for the 
Association. He explained that the Association 
would be incorporated by Congress so as to give it 
greater standing than if it were incorporated in 
New York. He sent me a list of the incorporators, 
whieh read like a combination of the Directory of 
Directors and the Social Register. Shillworthy must 
have gone up and down Wall Street raking in the 
biggest men in New York, and his wife must have 
traveled up and down Fifth Avenue getting the 
women. What between high finance and high society 
I felt 1-was in pretty good company, and nothing 
helps a man more than to be connected with a great 
publie movement that is purely unselfish. I saw 
that my hundred dollars had been well invested, and 
I wrote to Shillworthy that I would act as the legal 


adviser of the Association without remuneration as, | 


like himself, I was deeply interested in the mental 
and spiritual improvement of the Indian. 

That was the middle of November, and on the first 
Monday in December Congress met as usual. Shortly 
afterwards Shillworthy came to Washington. He 
explained that he had decided to spend the winter 
there, partly because of the interest he took in the 
Indian Association and he wanted to see it start off 
with a big boom, and because his wife was being 
treated by a famous Washington nerve specialist. 
Shillworthy took a large house, he brought down a 
corps of well trained servants and his carriages and 
horses. He was not a man who splurged with his 

or made a show, but he did everything well, 
and Washington tradesmen welcomed him as an-. 
other godd thing, and Washington society saw an- 
other place to gabble, gobble and git. 


S$ COUNSEL for the Association I su 
Shillworthy would want me to draft the bill 
for their incorporation, but as several days went by 


and he said nothing I thought he had overlooked 


that important detail. If I had known him as well 
then as I came to know him later, I should have 
known he was not the man to forget anything when 
his interests were concerned, no matter how trivial. I 


_ suggested to him that the bill ought to be introduced, 


but he told me there was no hurry and I need not 
eoncern myself about it. Senator Bartman, he said, 
had agreed to stand sponsor in the Senate, but that, 
of course, was merely a matter of routine, as there 
would be no opposition to such a meritorious scheme. 

Bartman was the Senator who had sat in a poker 
game with a few of us at Chamberlin’s one night, 
a few months previously, when Shillworthy had lost 
$35,000 to the Senator as lightly as I might flip a 
dime to a street beggar. Well, it was none of my 
affair, but when Shillworthy gave his time to im- 
proving the condition of the Indian and Bartman 
was also a convert to the cause, it struck me that it 
would be well for a hardworking but trusting lobby- 
ist to be careful he wasn’t asked to buy a gold briek. 
I felt that Shillworthy and Bartman in partnership 
as moral uplifters and dealers in all kinds of philan- 
thropie goods meant a job somewhere, but I couldn’t 
see what they were driving at. The day before Con- 
gress adjourned for the Christmas recess Bartman 


put in the bill, which was as innocent as a new-born 
babe, and like it, had neither teeth nor claws. It 
simply incorporated the Association, mentioned the 
names of the ineorporators, and stated that its pur- 

ose was to improve the condition of the Indian. 

fhen I read the bill I felt I had been unjust to 
Shillworthy, and while he might be a shark in Wall 
Street and without mercy in a business deal, similar 
to nearly all other men, he had virtues as well as 
faults. 

Shillworthy’s next step was to have a public meet- 
ing to arouse interest in the scheme. Just how he 
worked it and what strings he pulled I never knew, 
but shortly after the New Year the Washington 
papers came out with first page announcements of 
a meeting the following week at one of the theatres 


to be presided over by the Bishop of Washington, 


with addresses from the President, the Secretary of 
War, who had long shown his interest in the Indian; 


Senator Bartman, clergymen and other prominent 


people. 


N WASHINGTON when the President goes no 
one stays behind. The theatre that night was 
crowded, and as it was a free show the public was out 
in foree, but I don’t think Shillworthy cared so much 


for numbers as he did for quality. The quality ought — 


to have satisfied the most exacting. The President’s 
wife was in a box, in other boxes were the wives of 
diplomats and eabinet ministers; nearly all society 
and half of Congress were in the orchestra seats. 
The audience gave the President a great reception 


and applauded him loudly when he said nothing 


would give him greater pleasure than to sign the 
bill ineorporating the Association ; the other speakers 
were equally well received. Everyone went away 


very well satisfied, although I don’t suppose there | 


were a dozen people in the audience who had a clear 
idea exactly what the Association intended to do, 
but that really made no difference. The main pur- 
pose had been accomplished. The Association had 
been endorsed by everybody of importance from the 
President down and received a certificate of the 
highest respectability. 

The next move in improving the mental and 
spiritual condition of the Indian was the formation, 
at Shillworthy’s suggestion, of an executive com- 
mittee consisting-of prominent Washington society 
people whose devotion to good causes did not pre- 
vent them from giving extremely good dinners sev- 
eral times during the season. One of the members 
of the committee, a retired lawyer, Bumpus by name, 
thought the bill incorporating the Association ought 
to set out more in detail what the Association in- 
tended to do. The suggestion had really been put in 
his head by Shillworthy, but Bumpus was too much 
filled with his own importance to see that he was 
merely a voice. Shillworthy agreed with Bumpus, 
and explained that the Government’s Indian policy 
had been a mistaken one, although with the best 
intentions. The real way to civilize the Indian was 
to turn him from agriculture into industry, and if 
Congress gave it permission the Association would 
establish certain industries in the Indian Territory 
for which the Indian was peculiarly adapted and 
would soon make him want to wear store clothes and 
silk hats. The committee decided to ask Bartman to 
withdraw his bill and put in another granting the 
Association larger powers. ai 

When Bartman introduced his new bill I was suf- 
ficiently interested to secure ‘a copy and see what 
changes he had made; (Continued on Page 14)

countess, she said, had been married 
three times, and she gave the names of 
her former husbands — Aubrey, and 
Sir Alan de Buxhall. She gave the 
names of the countess’s children by 
the ear!, of her stepson, Alan de Bux- 
hall, and of the earl’s brothers.

B ESIDES all this, she gave her own

vernment. At a later date in 

ashington Joseph G. Cannon pro- 
duced hilarious and derisive laughter 
when he referred to Congress as a 
“co-ordinate branch of the govern- 
ment.” 

Mr. Fairbanks’s warning was both 
wise and timely. Timely because of 
the tendency of executives to usu 
power, and wise because if suc 
usurpation were permitted to go on 
it would destroy the republic root

These Beat the World. 


) HE TIMES’ real estate department on 

Sunday, March 29, emphasized conditions 
at two residential districts here by the 
Western Sea. One was the Oak Knoll die- 
trict east of Pasadena, where millionaires 
are as thick as blackberries on a brier in 
summer time. A million dollars is no ex- 
travagant' sum to put into a house there, and 
with the magnificent grounds surrounding 
them so highly improved, adding the furni- 
ture iri the home one can easily find an in- 
vestment for two or three million dollars. 
The second district referred to is that along 


Wilshire boulevard in the city of Los An-; 


geles. Here houses costing from $50,000 to 
$100,000 crowd every knoll. It would be dif- 
ficult to decide, and would probably consti- 
tute a somewhat odious comparison, to at- 
tempt to judge as to the relative scenic 
beauty of these two sections. The Oak Knoll 
district lies immediately under the range of 
the Sierra Madre, and overlooks the whole 
San Gabriel Valley, regarded by many wide- 
ly-traveled persons as affording the most en- 
trancing views upon the face of the earth. 
The Wilshire district is farther from the 
base of the mountains, but the whole range 
lies in plain sight from many coigns of 

- vantage in the district. Looking westward 
the eye takes in the broad plain studded 
with beautiful homes, gridironed with 
smooth streets and roadways, and beyond 
glitters the sea in the sunlight. 


A Magnificent Project. 
HE Colorado River is one of the most 
turbulent streams in the whole world. It 
constitutes a perpetual danger to property 
along its banks in its lower ranges. The 
river is 1200 miles long, reaching back into 
the heart of the Rocky Mountains in the cen- 
ter of the country away up at its head- 
waters, where it is known as the Green 
River. Leuis G. Hill, an engineer of na- 
tional reputation, comes forward with a 
plan; not only to protect the lands along 
the Colorado River, but to use in a most ad- 
mirable manner the flood waters of the 
stream. His plan is to go up on the Green 
River and there construct reservoirs to im- 
“ pound the flood water during the rains and 
thus protect the lands from overflow below. 
He estimates that there are 2,000,000 acres 
of lands adjacent to the river which could 
be brought into productive capacity threvgh

irrigation supplied by the waters thus im- 
pounded. He tells the world he has found a 
basin with a capacity of 3,500,000 acrefeet, 
and that this can be utilized by an expendi- 
ture of $7,000,000. Much of the land to be 
reclaimed lies along the lower Colorado, and 
is of exactly the Nile Valley type of land. 
This land will produce a bale of cotton to 
the acre weighing 500 pounds and worth 20 
cents a pound or more. The cost of the 
reservoirs wil] mighty soon be paid back in 
the crops from these rich lands. The cost 
given above is only the initial one, and the 
engineer estimates the total expense to be 
about $20,000,000, which, distributed over 
the reclaimed land, would be $45 an acre. 
Much of this land is not worth $5 an acre 
today, but put under irrigation will pay an 
interest on $500 an acre. ri

Pigs is Pigs. 

HE pig is coming into his own all along 

by the Western Sea and throughout the 
Great Southwest. As population becomes 
dense and meat foods rise in price, the hog 
becomes king among food animals in every 
country on earth excepting the tropics. It 
is reported that the Irish peasant woman 
hugs piggy in her arms and tells him affec- 
tionately that he is more trouble to her 
than “all the rest of the children.” Limerick 
bacon has a reputation in the British Isles 
similar to that of California oranges in 
America. The breakfast table in these coun- 
tries that is without its bacon and eggs is 
regarded as poverty-stricken indeed. The 
Mosaic laws against the use of pork were 
made for people living in a tropical climate, 
and at a time when, if cleanliness were next 
to godliness, there must have been very lit- 
tle of either in the world. In our time we 
have learned to use pig meats with impunity 
and with profit. The pig now goes to the 
slaughter-house at ten months old, generally 
after being raised in a perfectly cleanly 
way, and before his stored-up adipose has 
become diseased from microbes. Corn-fed 
pork has a proverbial value throughout the 
Great West, but is not to be compared in 
eolid hardness, fineness of texture or nut- 
like sweetness with the pig meat of the 
“reat Southwest, raised on sweet alfalfa, 
nilk from the creameries, and then finished 
quickly on rolled barley. Such pork is as 
hard as a slab of marble, and as smooth, 
too, with a flavor that is admirable. On the 
foot, pigs are selling in Los Angeles at $9 
and upward a hundredweight. A ten-months 
pig properly fed will weigh 300 pounds on 
the hoof, and at $25 to $30 a head there is 
plenty of prompt money to be made in the 
pig business. 


Big Imperial Deal. 
MPERIAL VALLEY has front-page spaces 
and big headlines in the press nearly 


‘every day that passes. The other day a syn- 


dicate of Los Angeles capitalists bought 
from the Southern Pacific Company a tract 
of 47,000 acres in the Imperia! Valley coun- 
try. It is but a week or so since a new town 
was laid out there and dubbed Niland. The 
lots in the new place sold like hot buck- 
wheat cakes on a cold winter morning in 
Missouri. One good turn deserves another, 
and so the week following Carl F. Schader 
plumped a million dollars into the treasury 
of the new*company in exchange for a tract 
of 7000 acres lying between the new-born 
town and Brawley, a big youngster a few 
years old. Here he will found another new 
city which will grow up like Jonah’s gourd 
in rapidity but be as lasting as the Rock of 
Gibraltar. It is to be called Calipatria.

That is No News. 

HE Census Bureau at Washington has 

been going over the agricultural census 
gathered in. the year 1910. The facts are 
classified by counties, of which there are 
2950 in the United States. Over on the other 
side of the continent they evidently re 
garded it as news when the tabulations were 
all made up and it was found that Los An- 
geles county was the Abdu Ben Adhem 
among all its sisters, leading all the rest. It 
created no sensation out here, where every 
man, woman and child might have risen up 
and shouted across the continent, “Ha, ha, 
we told you so!" The estimate was in dol- 
lars and cents, and it was found that the 
crop production of Los Angeles county for 
the year 1910 footed up $14,720,900. The 
next county in valuation was Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, with a crop product valued at 
$13,059,600. The third county was McLean 
county, Illinois, with $12,811,500. Then for 
the fourth richest county we take a hep, skip 
and jump back across the continent to 
Washington, where Whitman county is cred- 
ited with $12,540,700. Then Illinois comes 
in for fifth, sixth and seventh places, with 
Livingston, Iroquois and La Salle counties 
showing up with $11,377,300, $10,607,800 and 
$10,222,200 respectively. Then for eighth 
place we have to go way up to Aroostook 
county, Maine, which is credited, with 
$10,151,000. The total value of the crops of 
these eight counties was $95,491,000,

“Wanted, One Million Trees.” 

E ARE borrowing a headline from the

The item refers to the 
great aqueduct from the Catskills by Yonk- 
ers to supply New York with water. It 
states that bids are asked for 1,250,000 
young evergreen trees to plant along the 
aqueduct, a distance of ninety-three miles. 
The news item goes on to say that all along 
the right of way the ground will be plowed 
and sown with grass seed. Here is a sug- 
gestion and an inspiration to ourselves here 
in Los Angeles. The Owens River aqueduct 
runs over mountain and desert a distance 
of about 250 miles. Most of it is as bare as 
Elijah’s poll. It*is a desert because water 
is lacking, a lack supplied by the aqueduct. 
It would be a fascinating scene to plant this 
water line with trees and shrubs. Native 
shrubs could easily be made to grow along 
the right of way, would be a protection to

The date of first issue of La Estrella de 
Los Angeles—-the Los Angeles Star—was 
May 17, 1851, published as a weekly by John 
A. Lewis and John McElroy, Mr. Foster hav- 
ing, apparently, withdrawn. The absorbing 
issue of the time was State division, the 
Star at first favoring it; but under a later 
management opposing it. 

It is stated that Lewis, in his managemen 
held the Star to non-partisan politics. 
professed all along to print an independent 


_|{mewspaper,” he is quoted as saying, “and 


although my own preferences were with 
the Whig party, I never could see enough 
either in the Whig or Democratic party to 
make a newspaper of. I never could mus- 
ter up fanaticism enough to print a party 
paper.” | 

The very earliest “job” of the company 
was the printing for the city of 100 white 
ribbon badges for the police. The words 
“City. Police Organized by the Common 
Council of Los Angeles, July 12, 1851,” ap- 
peared on the badges in both Spanish and 
English—a service for which La Estrella 
taxed the city $25. But for all this splen- 
@d display, policing at this time was pur- 
sued more after the manner of a vigilance 
committee, there being for some time just 
six regular policemen. It was about that 
period when for some time the office of 
Sheriff, with an attached salary of $10,000 a 
year, went begging, until Jim Thompson 
“threw himself into the breach.” 

In July, William H. Rand entered the Star 
combination, and in November McElroy sold 
out to his partners. Mr. Rand remained 
with the Star for several years. He is the 
same Rand who, later, returning East, be 
came foreman with the Chicago Tribune 
printing office, and eventually combined 
with Andrew McNally to form the famous 
publishing firm of Rand, McNally & Co. 
John A. Lewis had charge of the English 


section, and Manuel Clemente Rojo edited 
the Spanish columns.

Angeles News. No other Spanish publica- 
tion was attempted until 1872. ? 
|} In the meantime, publication of the Star 
continued. In 1855 the subscription price 
was reduced to $5, payable by old subscrib- 
ers “in most kinds of produce after har- 
vest—corn, wheat, flour, wood, butter, eggs, 
etc.” About this time Waite was appointed 
postmaster of Los Angeles. In his triple 
capacity of publisher, postmaster, and pro- 
duce merchant, he was moved in the follow- 
ing year to shift his burden, and sell out at 
“$1000 less than cost” to William A. Wal- 
lace, first principal of the old Spring and 
Second-street school. Two months proved 
that Wallace was a better schoolmaster than 
publisher, and he sold out to Henry Hamil- 
ton, who for the past five years had been 
conducting the Calaveras Chronicle. Ham- 
flton possessed scientific tastes, and had 
studied the botany of the country. He was, 
too, a thoroughgoing newspaper man, but an 
acrid partisan, and Confederate to the core. 
An unqualified arraignment of Lincoln and 
other government officials brought about his 
arrest. He then took the oath of allegiance. 
And the last issue of his paper appeared in 
a solitary page on October 1, 1864. Phineas 
Banning bought the press for the Wilming- 
ton Journal, which presently died a natural 
death. Four years later, on May 16, the 
Star was reestablished by Hamilton, the 
littie “onpleasantness” in the national fam- 
fly having subsided. The Hamilton thun- 
ders were broken—or it may have been 
there was nothing to thunder about. The 
Star was now devoted to the interests of 
local development. 

In 1872 G. W. Baxter became a partner, 
but retired in a few months. He founded 
the Anaheim Gazette, coming into possession 
of the original Star press and type. It was 
in this year the Star first became a duily 
sheet. On July 1, 1873, Benjamin C. Tru- 
man became the owner and manager. Maj. 
Truman had been seoretary to President 
Johnson, with whom Truman had made the 
famous swing about the country. Truman 
had also been with Grant at Vicksburg. 

About this time Thomas Scott sent Joseph 
D. Lynch—later connected with the Herald— 
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neer Star press, twisted and melted out of 
its original semblance, was thrown into the 
junk heap. In the last fifteen months of the 
Star’s existence, the journal was on the de- 
cline in the hands of Paynter & Co., Brown 
& Co., and others. In 1879, after the press 
and other features were put in the outhouse 
of Mr. Hollenbeck, the principal creditor, 
there was another holocaust through care- 
lessness, and the second Star press was de- 
stroyed. Thus these files of a quarter of a 
céntury of the most interesting period of 
Los Angeles days came to a close. 

The Seuthern Californian was founded by 
C. N. Richards & Co., the first issue appear- 
ing July 20, 1854, with William Butts as 
editor. At first a weekly, the paper event- 
ually became a daily. On November 2 of 
the same year the paper came into the pro- 
prietorship of William Butts, in partnership 
with John O. Wheeler, under the firm name 
of Butts & Wheeler. Col. Butts was an 
adopted son of Thomas H. Benton. He had 
served as an officer in the regular army, and 
was known-as an intrepid spirit. In 
he was one of the principals in a most re- 
markable bear fight in San Luis Obispo 
county when a party had been made up at 
the Wilson ranch to hunt down and kill an 
immense grizzly bear which, Maj. Bell re- 
lates in his inimitable way, “would pick up 
a full grown cow, and walk away with her 
in his mouth, with as much ease as a mas- 
tiff would carry a rabbit!” Suffice to say 
that after the bear had been sighted, and 
shot several times, Butts trailed it, and it 
sprang on him from ambush. Butts went 
down under it. Then followed a duel be- 
tween teeth and claws and knife. The man 
stabbed repeatedly into the bear’s vital 
parts, while the bear bit and clawed.. “The © 
last sensation I had,” said Butts, “was the 
brute dragging itself over me, and its en- 
trails trailing over my face.” The bear wa; 
found dead. “The poor colonel carried the 
scars through life,” declares “Uncle Billy” 
Workman, who was connected with the 
Southern Californian. “He was terribly 
chewed up.

After crossing 
themselves with holy water from the font 
that hag blessed the makers of history from 
Col. Roosevelt to Coronado and De Vargas, 
the pilgrims kneel a moment and offer a pe- 
tition before the rosy figure of St. Michael, 
who stands above the altar rail with his 
foot on the head of a large green dragon. 
The next church on the route is the ex- 
quisite little chapel of the nuns of Loretto, 
whivh is open to the faithful only on Good 
Friday. Everything about the chapel from 
the golden altar vases to the stained-glass 
windows hints of the riches of the world 
that the nuns have consecrated to their de- 
vout order. An invisible choir chants a 


low litany from a latticed screen at one 


Good Friday she is especially kind to 
petitioners. Many and long are the pra 
begged so earnestly at her, feet in front of 
the white aMar. This is the last of the 
churches on the pilgrimage, and perhaps 
that is why the dark-eyed senoritag stay a 
little longer over their beads in tliis chapel.

The “Christ” hangs upon the cross until 
discoloration sets in, when he is taken down. 
Sometimes he survives. If he dies, his 
shoes are sent to his family as a token that 
he is dead, and he is buried quietly and se- 
cretly on some lonely mountain top. The 
family rejoice, for heaven is the reward of 
such a sacrifice, and their belief in heaven 
is increased a thousand fold. 

The Mexicans in the larger towns do not 
belong to this fanatical order of Penitentes, 
but are very devout Catholics. Good Friday 
in Santa Fe is much as it was 200 years ago 
as far as quaint custom is concerned. The 
annual pilgrimage to the five churches is 
made as zealously as ever. Then everyone 
dresses in black—old women, little children 
and young girls wear the long-fringed black 
shawl drawn closely over their faces and 
draped over one shoulder. - 

The narrow, crooked streets of Santa Fe 
are filled with a constant stream of these 
graceful black-shawled figures on their way 
from chureh to church. Often they begin 


their pilgrimage at the old church of San 
\Miguel. This is the oldest church in Amer-

,side. Above the elaborately-carved Gothic 
doorway a golden statue of our Lady of 
Light smiles down upon the worshipers. 

In the*cathedral high mass is being sung. 


The mumbled chant re-echoes from one 
side of the cold stone walls to the other. 
The heavy odor of incense, the dim candle 
light, the black-draped altar and the hun- 
dreds of black-shawled women chanting 
their “Padres Nuestros” in a monotone, com- 
bine to intensify the gloom of the Good Fri- 
day service. After mass is over, each wor- 
shiper passes by the waxen figure of the 
Christ, in the tomb beneath the altar, and 
kisses the foot. 

In an almost deserted churchyard a mile 
from town stands the little church of Rosa- 
rio, which is also famous in history. In the 
churchyard ten or twelve generations lie 
buried, one above another. The topmost 
mound may bear the inscription of its white- 
painted plank head-marker: “Here lies Jo- 
seph Christ Ortiz,” or “Joseph Jesus Mary 
Garcia.” Every Mexican boy must have 
Joseph as a first name, but the second name 
is quite as often “Jesus Christ” or “Mary” as 


Willie or Tom.

The dance takes place in a long, narrow 
hall, papered in faded red roses, lighted with 
smoky, oil-filled lamps on the walls, and 
bordered on all four sides with chairs and 
benches for the chaperones.. On a rickety | 
platform at one end of the room sit three 
blind musicians. The fiddler is totally 
blind and squeaks away on his old violin 
with his face upturned to the ceiling, mark- 
ing time with his head. The man who plays 
the guitar gazes at the crowd with one 
watery blue eye half-open while the other 
is glued shut. The second fiddler is the 
most ragged and dirtiest of the trio, but as 
he has one GOOD eye, he leads the band 
and his companions, for according to the 
Spanish proverb: “In the land of the blind 
the one-eyed man is king.” Of course, the

The climate: at 12,000 feet is not cold 
in comparison with that of some other sheep 
countries.

The snow falls, but the sun is so hot that it 
never lies more than an hour or so at a 
time. About the most dangerous features 
of the weather are the big thunderstorms, 
with the accompanying lighting.

As 
to the general features of the climate, the 
plateau has two seasons, dry and wet. The 
wet season begins in September or October 
and lasts until April or May.

It was in the winter, the windows of the 
fireboat were down and Ward was remark- 
ing upon the increasing cold, when cries of 
terror were heard without. Flinging up 
one of the windows, he dashed through it 
and, running along the stringpiece of the 
adjacent pier, leaped into the water near 
where he thought the sounds issued. 

The other firemen presently recovered 
from their amazement, rushed to the switch 
and turned the searchlight on the spot 
where Ward had disappeared, to find that 
he had already reached the drowning man 
whose death cry they had heard. A rope 
was thrown out, and both brought in safely. 
Ward received a silver medal on the last 
day of the fiscal year, June 30, 1913. 

In the month before, on the 19th, extreme 
heroism, snown in the act of Harry Williams 
Miller, sergeant of the United States Marine 
Corps, in saving a man named Owen Galla- 
gher from the same river, was rewarded 
with the gold medal. 


This occurred in December, in the midst 
of a raw, heavy fog. The ferry-boat New- 
ark, coming out of Jersey City, was close to 
the foot of Cortlandt street. The sergeant,

But it was useless, and 
the Raleigh, being fully aroused by this 
‘time, shot a boat overboard; and the hero 
was picked up and turned over to the atten-

Heroic Policemen. 


August 5, 1912, silver medals were be- 
stowed upon Dennis O’Meara and Elmer J. 
Kelley of the metropolitan police force of 
New York City for their rescue of a young 
girl who had thrown herself into North 
River at Battery Park. As it was close on 
to midnight, the girl perhaps did not see 
the policemen standing on the sea wall. 
Perhaps she didn’t care, ip the despair of 
the mood which made her try to take her 
life. But the two stalwart sons of Ireland 
did see, and O'Meara, in the effort to get 
down swiftly and into the strong tide that 
beat against the wall, fell and almost broke 
his arm. 

The girl—when he finally reached her and 
tried to hold her up, despite his injury— 
gripped him in a frenzy that defied him. 
Kelley, watching, and more agile than 
O’Meara, was on the scene in a moment. 
He broke the girl’s hold and assisted in <ct- 
ting her to the base of the wall, from which 
she was lifted by a bystander who had 
chanced upon the attempt at suicide, just 
in time to help the rescuers complete their 
work. | 

When medical attention was secured it 
was found that the big bluecoats were as 
sorely in need of it as the slip of a girl, 
whom they had furnished an opportunity for 
another view of the game of living, and for 
several days they were incapacitated for 
duty. 
Well-Deserved Award. 


Down at Lovell Station, Tybee Island, Ga., 
two young sisters, Elsie and Josephin¢ Robi- 
der, while in bathing one morning, ventured 
out too far and found themselves having to 
swim ashore against a strong undertow. 
Josephine, who was only 13 years old, be- 
came exhausted, and her sister, in going to 
her assistance, saw that it was more than 
she could do to save both herself and Jo- 
sephine, and commenced screaming for help. 

They were about fifty yards beyond the 
line marking a wading depth, when Joseph 
E. Campos, Jr., of Savannah, Ga., who occu- 
pied a cottage perhaps 500 yards upshore, 
heard the cries. Running, he rushed into 
the water, with all his clothes on, and swam 
out to them. He discovered Elsie uncon- 
scious and floating face downward, with her 


arm locked around the neck of her sister,

A Desperate Struggle. 


Two young men who could not swim 
chanced to fall into New York Bay one night 
near North Atlantic dock. Col. Joseph Don- 
ellen, a soldier of fortune and a veteran, of 
the Spanish-American War, of New York 
City, happened to be crossing on the ferry 
from New York to Brooklyn. Fully clothed, 
he plunged overboard after them and got a 
gold medal for remarkable daring. In the 
saving of the pair he had to beat them into 
insensibility. 

Both men, as he reached them, seized him 
in that death-like vise which, it seems, only 
a drowning person can use. Unable to free 
himself, he dashed under the water with 
them. This broke their clutch, but as he 
grasped the shoulders of one the othér 
grasped him from behind and huhg about 
his neck so tenaciously that he had to sub- 
merge them again. The second trial was 
unsuccessful, and it was then, while mov- 
ing one arm as if he were swimming, and 
thus keeping himself above water, that he 
beat them with his free fist into a state of

Cities and towns should keep clean 
streets, sidewalks, vacant lots, school 
grounds, etc.; various organizations should 
look to churchyards, cemeteries, clubhouse 
grounds and all community or sectional 
properties. Individuals should not only 
clean and beautify their own premises, but 
strive with their neighbors, both individu- 
ally and collectively, toward the accom- 
plichment of like results. All should mend, 
paint, plant, rake and sweep, both blicly 
and privately, for rest assured that none 
labor in vain who serve the cause aright. 
Some organization will be necessary, for 
zealous, energetic co-operation is needed for 
the successful prosecution of all civic im- 
provement. In this latter phase of the work 
keep your eye upon Riverside, the “Forest 
City,” for the writer predicts that she will 
qualify as the most beautiful city in Califor- 
nia during the year 1915.

{Geological Survey Bulletin:] On Sho 
shone River in Wyoming, a tributary of the

dam, the highest structure of its kind in 
the world, 328 feet from foundation to cap- 
stone. This structure was erected by the 
government to impound water for irrigation 


on the arid lands in the valley of Shoshone 


River below. Another great structure of a 
similar kind is located in Wyoming, on 
North Platte River, which joins the Missouri 
near Omaha, Neb. This is known as the 
Pathfinder dam, and was also erected by 


_ the government to impound water for use 


in the irrigation of lands in Wyoming and 
Nebraska. Another notable engineering 
structure in the drainage basin of the Mis- 
souri River is the Belle Fourche dam, 
erected across the river of the same name 
in South Dakota by the government to im- 
pound water for irrigation. This dam is an 
earth embankment 155 feet high and one 
and one-fifth miles long, containing 1,600,000 
cubic yards of earth fill. This is the largest 
earth dam in existence.

BEEFWOOD OR SHE-OAK. 


The She-Oaks or Beefwoods. 


EVERAL species of Casuarina, popu- 

larly known as beefwood, are grown in 
local parks and gardens. The one we illus- 
trate is known as C. equisitifolia, and 
thereby hangs a tale,” also a tail, for equise- 
tum is the botanical name of the “horse tail” 
or “scour rush” so common in local marshes. 
Another tale and another tail also are con- 
nected with the name. The _ trees were 
named Casuarina from the resemblance of 
the foliage to the feathers in the tail of the 
cassowary or Australian ostrich, so that a 
translation of the name of the species pic- 
tured would be ‘“Horse-tailed Cassowary 
Tail.” The popular name of these trees 
“Cassowary Tree,” instead of 
beefwood or she-oak, the first of which is 
based on the color of the wood and the 
latter name may be due to some resem- 
blance to the oaks and the fact that the 
trees are either male or female, with no 
tree bearing both sexes in the flowers. The 
trees, all species, are very drought-resistant 
and will withstand, without apparent harm, 
the most severe pruning or pollarding. 
Without some of the latter restriction many 
grow too slender to be accounted beautiful.

There 
is nothing better for the purpose than old- 
fashioned “salt soda,” combined with plenty 
of boiling water. 


Contents of the Box. 


Never be guilty of putting ice in the chest 
wrapped in newspapers; that is well enough 
to Keep ice in a box or tub. and is good at 
times. It is more sanitary to wash ice be 
fore placing it in the ice chamber, and you 
avoid the risk of clogging the waste pipe 
with particles of straw and sawdust. 

If anything is spilled, wash it up immedi- 
ately. Never put warm food in the refriger- 
ator, and watch carefully to see that nothing 
sours or spoils in it. Cover milk and butter 
and keep them on the floor, as it were, be- 
cause odors, like heat, arise. . 

A lump of charcoal is exceedingly benefi- 
cial in keeping a refrigerator sweet. Put it 
on a china butter plate or loose on the bot- 
tom.

RULES WHICH THEY FOLLOW 
3 IN FEEDING. 

{Broiler raising has developed into an 
extensive industry throughout the country, 
but in the early days many losses were at- 
tributed to branching out into this work. 

. Scientific methods and experience, how- 
ever, have eliminated much of the hazard 
of early undertakings, and today handsome 
profits are realized by poultry establish- 
ments specializing in this industry. 

The following article explains methods of 
“ware and feeding practiced in the largest 
broiler plants.

tended for broilers is a most important 
end of poultry raising. No section of 
the country has contributed more to the de- 
velopment of this work than Hammonton, 
N. J. The writer engaged in this industry 
twenty-seven years ago and has followed 
the work up to the present day, although 
broiler raising has now given way largely 
to egg farming. 

After considerable experimenting, it has 
been determined that the American breeds 
are best adapted for growing as regular 
broilers, and among these it is conceded 
that the Wyandotte family leads. Of late 
years “squab broilers” have become popu- 
lar, for which the White Leghorn fowl is 
admirably adapted. Squab  broijers must 
not exceed three-quarters of 4 pound in 
weight, dressed, and for this purpose the 
young Leghorn cockerels are used, a large 
number of them being hatchéd annually on 

ege farms. They sell best in January and 
 FPebruary. | 


As to Broiler Weights. 


2 The regular brolier (which some years 

a ago in Pennsylvania was known as the bar- 
becue) must not weigh more than two 
pounds dressed Above that weight they 

- pass out of the broiler class. In March the 
demand calis for broilers weighing one and 
4 quarter pounds each; April, one and a 
half pounds; May, one and a quarter to two 
pounds each. Tie height of the broiler sea- 
son is from March to June. 

Some of the successful broiler plants tag 

the carcasses as they send them to market. 

On this tag is given the name and address 
_ of the farm. In this way a reputation is se- 
cured, and customers eventually call for 
these particular goods, which means quicker 
sales and better prices. | 

An attractive broiler is one that pos- 
sesses-a full breast, broad back and plump 
body. Superior broilers must be quickly 
grown, when hatched in October; November 
and December, and properly grown, they 
should come in for the high prices of Janu- 
ary, February and March. 

In order to grow good broilers it is im- 
portant that the breeding stock be in proper 
condition. They should not only be in the 
best of health, and must not be overfat, but 
also rtrong, vigorous birds. This will give 
the stamina the youngsters need, for forc- 
ing will surely tell on stock that is inclined 
to be weak. 

Another point that should be remembered 
is that there is a shrinkage of about a half- 
pound in a broiler when dressed. In pick- 
ing out birds to be killed, aJlowance must 
be made for this shrinkage. Two pounds 
live weight will mean about one and a half 
pounds when dressed. 

There are as many methods of feeding 
broilers advocated as there are (for 
large stock. The old-time method of 
feeding every two hours is not s0 
generally practiced now, and the chicks 
seem to do just as well. Mashes 
should be fed two-or three times a day, but 
there should be sufficient chick feed (small 
and cracked grains, put up and sold by poul- 
try feed dealers) scattvred among litter to 
make the chicks exercise. | 


Feeding Broilers.

Breed. 


The Black Red male is richly colored on 
the head, neck, back and top of wings, the 
scheme being red and glossy green-black. 
The female has soft shades of-brown in her 
feathering, with golden-yellow neck, striped 
dark. Her breast is salmon, blended with 
brown. The back, thighs and body are 
brown, 

While they are very quarrelsome, espe- 
cially the males, they are readily confined, 
being poor Ayers. They are good table food, 
and lay brown eggs of excellent flavor. The 
chicks are easily reared, barring bad 
weather. Their raising appeals to the man 
who breeds for results. 


-Feed green food—lettuce, onion tops, lawn 
clippings—cut up fine, 

Don’t feed meat scrap in the mash until 
the chicks are a week or two old. 

Don’t feed hard-boiled eggs nor wet. corn- 
meal, | 

Don't be irregular in feeding. 

Don’t overfeed or underfeed. 

* Don’t neglect the water supply. 

When I say “don’t feed hard-boiled eggs” 
I probably ought to qualify that. At one 
time the opinion prevailed that hard-boiled 
eggs were the best food for the first few 
meals, but too much faith and reliance was 
placed on the diet. The result was bowel 
troubles. The judicious use of hard-boiled 
eggs is all right, but I prefer saturating 
bread crumbs with a fresh egg. A fresh 
egg has a tendency to regulate bowel dis- 
orders, while a hard-boiled one will create 
bowel disturbances. 

One Hammonton man has less loss among 
his- chicks when he feeds on dry feed, but 
he likes a variety—say cracked corn, 
cracked wheat, cracked oats. But when it 
comes to fattening, he prefers scalded 
ground feed. 

Another practical man gives the chicks 
nothing but dry wheat bran to pick at the 
first day. The next day he feeds rolled 
oats, and continues to feed it until the 
chicks are ten days old, keeping dry bran, 
charcoal and fine oyster shell by them all 
the time. He feeds every two hours just 
what they will eat up clean. After ten 
days he feeds a moist mash in the morning 
and evening, composed of cornmeal, mid- 
dlings, bran@®and. ground oats, with meat 
scrap in proportion to the age of the chicks. 
At noon he feeds wheat or cracked corn, 
and keeps green stuff by them, so they can 
eat all they want, until the last two weeks. 


How a Pioneer Worked. 


One of the pioneer broiler raisers of this 
country fed dry cornmeal for the first three 
or four days. Then he dampened a very 
little of #t, and added some well-cooked po- 
tatoes chopped up fine.

HAT to do with the insane has been 
one of the hardest problems the 
state has been called upon to solve. 
But that insanity has become solely a legal 
or sociological concept which has no further 
place in medicine, is a new diagnosis of the 
relation of insanity to the state. This state- 
ment is made by Dr. William A. White, super- 
intendent of the government hospital for 


the insane at Washington. gel 


the word “insane” and the word “hospital” 
to part company, he says, also that the term | 
. “hospital for the insane” is a misnomer. He 
does not deny that the insane are mentally 
diseased, but affirms that not all the men- 
tally diseased are insane. In “The Modern 
Hospital” Dr. White says: 

“The insane are so called only in the law. 
They are a group of the body social who 
are unable to get along, and it is in many 
instances merely an accident whether they 
are stamped with the legal term of insane 
——pauper, criminal, defective, or what not. 
Insanity, therefore, is a word used for the’ 
purpose of designating vaguely a certain 
type of social lack of adaptation and certain 
kind of conduct which renders the individual | 
incapable of getting along in the community. 

“Now, as a rmatter of fact, the so-called in- 
gane .. are suffering from mental dis- 
ease, but there are many persons suffering 
from mental disease who get along efficient- 
lyin the community, and who are not insane 
and could not be so designated, while there. 
are large numbers of persons who come 
within the purview of some other group of 
officials than those that have to do with the 
State hospital, and are therefore designated 
as something else, who could equally be 
called insane if their path had led in a little 
different direction. For example, a large 
number of the so-called criminals are s0 
merely by accident, and, if they had not hap- 
pened to have done something which 
counter to a statute, their path would 
probability have led to a hospital for 
sane. The same may be said of 
other classes who have to be cared for b

~The news dispatches recently announced 
that the Wisconsin State Board of Health 
had sent 3000 packages of nitrate of silver 
to all physicians in the State to prevent 
blindness in infants. Under a law passed

Stringent laws have been enacted, at the 
suggestion of the medical profession, for 
the compulsory vaccination of entire com- 
munities whenever smallpox may make its 
appearance. Some attempt has been made 
for compulsory vaccination against typhoid 
fever. Of course these are diseases that, 
when occurring in a virulent form, are more 
frequently fatal than otherwise. They are 
also contagious, but unless a cash value is 
placed upon the loss of life, they, nor any 
other disease, according to Dr. White, costs 
the State so much as the mental disease 
commonly called insanity. The time to do 
something for the mentally diseased is be- 
fore they have become so bad as to commit 
some overt act, perhaps homicide. They 
then become amenabie to the law, and ac- 
cording to the testimony of alienists, are 
either absolved from_the crime, pronounced 
insane and committed to an asylum, or are 
pronounced responsible and are committed 
to prison. 

The only suggestion Dr. White makes for 
the prevention of such unfortunate condi- 
tions is the establishment of out-patient de- 

partments in connection with hospitals toi 


natorum, and yet there are few physicians 
who have consistently administered such a 
prophylactic. Later on when the child (e- 
veloped ophthalmia a sharp fight was neces- 
sary to save the little one’s eyesight. In- 
vestigations by the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion for the Blind have shown that this in- 
| fant blindness can be reduced as low as 2 
\per cent. of all the new cases of blindness 
occurring in a State of 3,000,000 inhabitants. 
Instruction and supervision of obstetricians, 
public health education, the required report- 
‘ing of symptoms by physicians as well as 
midwives and public supervision of the 
treatment of reported cases—these and 
other well-known measures should gradually 
make ophthalmia neonatorum as rare as 
smallpox as a cause of binocular blindness, 
and very unusual even as a case of neonoc- 
ular blindness. 

The report of the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion for the Blind in 1910 showed that of 
301 cases of practical blindness in three Bos- 
to. hospitals the causes were as follows:

HOW TO LIVE LONG AND LIVE 
WELL.

No one ever grows old. You may be- 
come old, but it will not be until you cease 
to grow. To be eternally youthful one must 
be eternally finding the new. The soul of 
man does not age with years. When, day 
after day, you say to yourself—or to others: 
“Well, I'm growing old,” you are then sow- 
ing age-producing seeds in the subjective 
mind, In consequence of this you will 
surely reap old-age copditions. Therefore, 
avoid that word “older.” Instead of saying: 
“The older I grow,” say: “The longer I 
live.” You will live longer jf you do. 

If you wish to reach the goal and be an 
eZample for others to emulate, you should 
drive from your heart all envy, all hatred, 
all jealousy; and in their place substitute 
love, charity, forgivéness. Hatred takes 
time and energy and health, and the divi- 
dends on the investment are pitifully 
small and unsatisfactory. Condemnatory 
thoughts poison and devitalize. Commenda- 
tory thoughts purify and vitalize. Don't 
worry. Worry and faith are not good bed- 
fellows. These are some of the mental re- 
quirements; let us look at afew of the 
physical ones. 

First—Correct position of the body when 
standing and sitting, and correct carriage 


of the ‘body when walking. Keep an active 


chest—-raised and fixed independently of 
the breathing. Keep the back of your neck 
against your collar. Do not let your breast- 
bone get too near your backbone. A 
straight spine—a long life. 

Second—Exercise daily. Work is not ex- 
ercise, but exercise is work. You may 
work every day and yet be as stiff as a 
poker; but if you supplement your work 
with exercise you will retain your supple- 
ness as long as you live—and you will live 
longer. All physical exercises to be effec 
tive should be pleasurable. A man’s health 
is not much benefited by walking the floor 
all night with the baby. . 


Third—Eat to live; not live t6 eat. Two 
meals a day should suffice—preferably, a 
light, easily<ligested breakfast; no lunch- 
eon, but a hearty 6o’clock dinner. Learn 
to taste your food with your mind. Be 
cheerful at your meals; a sour countenance 
will give you a sour stomach. If you have’ 
@ grouch leave it outdoors when you go to 
your meals. Fear nothing that you eat. If 
you fear it, do not eat it; if you eat it, do 
not fear it. Chew every mouthful thor- 
oughly, but not excessively. This applies 
especially to starches in order to coat them 
completely with saliva—the alkaline me- 
dium. Never begin a meal with fruit—it 
should be last. Do not pain your stomach 
for an hour simply by tickling your palate 
for a minute. Say good-by to your food and 
forget it. 

Fourth—Bathe—some kind of a bath—not 
fewer than 365 times a year. Suit the bath 
to the needs of the body rather than to the 
whims of.the mind. You may bathe but 
once a week and still be a Christian; you 
may—but you can’t do it and be a clean 
Christian. 

Fifth—Drink a plentiful supply of water. 
Never mind about the bugs Boiling only 
kills them, but does not nove them. I 
prefer mine in their natura! state. During. 
the eleven years I have Seen here I have 
drunk the water just as :t came from the 
faucet. If you have »oassed middle age—or 
have “the rheumatiz,” I would advise the 
drinking of distilled water. It will post- 
sone the period of senile decay fifteen to 
wenty years, preventing, in a measure, the 
hardening of the arteries. Not having yet 
reached middie age (being only 67 years 
young) and ‘eing a total stranger to the 
“rheumat'z.’ Lave not yet begun on the 
distillea Drinx coffee? Yes, if you 
take it bis*k and sufficiently strong—not 
weak. Yes, it’s a stimulant. but it is non- 
reactive. Don’t let them fool you by the 
“jaded horse” story. It’s a nerve restorer, 
not a nerve destroyer. It’s not 1 poison 
when properly made (percolated.) Should 
it not agree with you, don’t drink «x. The 
fax't, however, is not with the coffee, hut 
with you. In all things, cast out fear—it ‘s 
the only devil that exists. Fear nothing. 
and you will soon have nothing to fear. 

Sixth—Instead of taking breathing exer- 
cises (so-called) take such exercises as com- 
pel deep breathing—fast. walking, hill climb- 
ing, stair climbing, etc. (keeping the mouth 
shut.) This is a better blood purifier than 
ever came out of a bottle. 

Seventh—Discard woolen underwear. It 


linen is the ideal underwear. Let no one 
pull the wool over your eyes. 

Eighth—Sieep—as much as you need—if 
you can get it. The average requirement 
is eight hours. Two hours before midnight 
—for recuperation—is worth four hours 
afterward. Vitality is lowest about 2 a.m. 
“Old folks” should go to bed with the chick- 
ens. Don't go to bed with cold feet; sleep 
begins at the. extremities. When you retire, 
let go mentally and physically. Reiax. 
imagine you weigh a ton. Don’t try to hold 
the bed up, let it hold you up. Put all your 
cares on the chair with your clothing, or 
chuck them under the bed—your cares, not 
your clothing. Shut your peepers. Shut 
your mouth. Lock up your think box, and 
put the key under your pillow.. Lie on your 
liver—well over to the right—and you will 
not snore. Be at peace with God and the 
world. “Let not the sun go down on your 
wrath.” :

“A man with a bad liver can’t be a good 
Christian,” said Henry Ward Beecher. 

If you do all these things, how long will 
you live? As long as you desire; and you 
ehould desire to live as long as you are use- 
ful, and you should be useful until long after 
you shall have passed the hundred-mile 
post. As for myself, I think I have a lease 
on life for 140 years—and then some—with 
the privilege of renewing the lease if I de- 
sire. I think I shall desire. This will put 
me in the list of the last of the veterans. 
Who knows, I may be the last, with not a 
“comrade” left to sound “taps.” 

But a few years ago the average length of 
life in this country was but thirty-three 
years; now it is47. The average life over 
all Europe in the sixteenth century was but 
eighteen years; now it is forty years. In 
the United States today there are over 5000 
persons who have reached 100 years. I 
have an authenticated list, irom the San 
Antonio Express, of those living in this 
country today whose ages are as follows: 
Three at 100 years each, one at 101, two at 
103 each, two at 105 each; one at 106, one 
at 107, two at 112 each, one at 115. This 
list, we are informed, does not include any 
who are decrepit or infirm—only those who 
‘show as much vitality as individuals fifty 
years their junior. Think of it? Why, the 
old-timer, Methuselah, wasn't “in it” with 
the present generation. He crossed the 
Great Divide at the early age of seventy- 
eight and three-fourths years (969 lunar 
years,) while Adam was a close second at 
seventy-five and one-fourth years (930 lunar 
years.) 

Compare those figures with the ages of 
men and women of the present day. There 
is the Emperor of Austria, Francis Joseph, 
85 years old; Pope Pius, 80; Archbishop 
John Ireland, 75; Cardinal Gibbons, 78, and 
so the list might be continued almost in- 
definitely. The best part of it all is that 
these men are not merely “waiting till the 
shadows are a little longer grown,” but are, 
instead, actively engaged. 

Recently I have completed a list, all of 
this country, some of Southern California, 
all having passed the century mark, the 
majority of whom were still living when 
the record was made. Look it over: Six 
at 104‘years, three at 105, two at 106, one 
at 107, two at 109, three at 111, one at 112, 
one at 113, two at 114, one at 116, one at 117, 
one at 118, one at 119, one at 120, one at 
121, one at 122, one at 123, one at 129, one 
at 133, one at 136, one at 141, one at 148, 
one at 151. ‘ 

From the foregoing list, worthy of special 
notice, I would call attention to the follow- 
ing facts: One of the young ladies (112 
years of age) insisted on walking eight 
miles to attend the wedding of her great- 
great-great-granddaughter in the Arkansas 
Mountains.

A noted rabbi of New York City, three 
years ago, having been bereft of his third 
wife, and believing “it is not good for man 
to be alone,” married his faithful house- 
keeper, & mere slip of a girl, only 71 years 
young.

Let me call attention to some interesting 
statistics.

France, 213; Spain, 410; England, 146; Scot- 
land, 46; Sweden, 10; Belgium, 5; Denmark, 
2; Norway, 23; Switzerland, none. 


In 1891 there were twenty-one in London | 


over 100 years: In the Balkan peninsula, 
Servia has 573; Roumania, 1084; but Bulga- 
ria (the country of Yoghurt and garlic) 
holds the international record for centena- 
rians, 3883; besides, there are 234 that are 
over 110, eighty-eight that are between 120 
and 125, and ten of the peasants are over 
125. 

As a rule, figures are uninteresting, but 
they never lie—except in election returns 
or income tax reports. However, I trust 
that the foregoing data may prove a strong 
incentive for all who wish to acquire those 
things that make for a long and useful life. 


The Diet and Health. 


[Health Culture:] Let us consider the 
subject of diet from a health standpoint. 
Take the excretion of uric acid which in ex- 
cessive quantity becomes productive of dis- 
ease of a gouty nature. Physiologists have 
shown that uric acid is increased about two 
or three times above the normal quantity 
on a flesh diet. The reason for this is that 
not only is uric acid a normal product pro 
duced by using proteid or albuminous food, 
but the meat already contains uric acid 
which was produced in the animal before it 
was killed. A pound of beefsteak contains 
about fourteen grains of uric acid. Fur 
thermore, urea is doubled by the use of a 
flesh diet. Other poisons are increased 
proportionately. 

Bouehard found that the feces of a per- 
son on a ™ixed diet were twice as poisonous 
as when subsisting on a non-flesh diet, and 
by the use of a flesh diet the toxicity of 
urine is more than doubled. A number of 


diseases are traceable to the consumptioa~ 


of diseased meat. Tapeworm is produced 
by eating measly beef or pork. Trichina 
also is caused by the use of diseased pork. 
Tuberculosis, which kills one-seventh of our 
population, is prevalent also among domes- 
tic animals. Flesh of animals and fowls is 
considered improved by decomposition, it 
makes the meat more tender and toothsome, 
fowls are left for months undrawn, thus the 
“gamey” flavor. , 7 

Dr. Haig assigns meat-eating as one of 
the causes for Bright’s disease. This will 
be understood when we consider that meat 
causes increase of work for the kidneys in 
eliminating poisons. 

Dr. McGugan states that epileptic fits are 
twice as frequent when patients eat flesh 
diet. 

The wrestlers of ancient Greece were fed 
on grains and fruit. The Spartans during 
the height of their prosperity were vegeta- 
rians. As regards longevity, we may men- 
tion the Hungarian peasants who subsist 
mainly on vegetarian diet and who furnish 
a large number of centenarians, their ages 
ranging from 90 to 187 years.

The Southern Californian later passed 
into the hands of John P. Brodie. Don 
Andreas Pico is said to have been one of 
the owners, and is said to have lost $10,000 
in the venture. The paper was discontinued 
in 1857. The plant was taken over*by Col. 
J. J. Warner, and the Sovthern Vineyard, a 
four-page weekly, was brought out every 
Saturday morning, beginning March 20, 
1858. On December 10 it became a seml- 
weekly, being issued Tuesday and Friday 
mornings. On June 8, 1860, office and mate- 
rials were transferred to the Los Angeles 
News. 

The Los Angeles News, like its predeces- 
sors, commenced as a weekly. Under the 
management of C. R. Conway and. Alonzo 
“Waite it claimed to be “independent,” but 
had a strong leaning toward Republicanism. 
In its opening issue of January 18, 1860, it 
announced “a crisis and depression in busi- 
ness heretofore unknown within the limits 
of our rich and prosperous State.” Notwith- 
standing this, the paper was enlarged twice, 
and on October 8, 1862, it was made a semi- 
weekly, becoming a tri-weekly, January 12, 
1863. Then came a third enlargement. 

_ (On November 11, 1865, the paper was sold 
to A. J. King & Co., King assuming editorial 
control, and changing the paper to a semi- 
weekly. But on January 1, 1869, it made 
its appearance as the Log Angeles Daily 
News, published by King & Offutt. The 
paper was twice enlarged after this and 
then R. H. Offutt sold his interest to A. 
Waite the name of the new firm being King 
& Waite. Then came another enlargement, 
and King retired from the editorial chair, 
his place being taken by Charles E. Beane, 
who, on October 10, 1872, bought out Waite’s 
interest. The paper by this time repre- 
sented decidedly the Southern Democratic 
view. It made the mistake of hanging to a 

‘ “lost cause,” which was the reason of its 
goiug to the wall a few months later. 
Throughout the preceding decade the 
merry little Porcupine had been throwing 
its weekly quills, under the conduct of the 
doughty Kentuckian, Maj. Horace Bell, who 
had been one of Walker’s filibusters in the 
Nicaraguan affair. The Porcupine had a 
name to live up to, and it endeavored to do 
so to the best of its ability. Walter 8. 
Moore, Republican politician, fireman and 


Councilman, was one of the Porcupine’s pet 


Mr. Moore used to tell whim- 
sically that early Saturday morning, when 
the Porcupine was delivered at his home on 
Figueroa below Pico, he would creep out in 
his nightie to get his paper to read in bed.

The Herald 
and Express were both in the Jones Build- 
ing, opposite the Bullard Block, and both 
on the same floor, a little alley running be 
tween. They used the same press.

The Weekly Mirror was originally a little 
sheet—only 10x13 inches, four pages, and 
three columns to the page—that showed 
considerable vitality.

It was dis- 
tributed gratuitously. On March 1, William 
M. Brown became a partner. In 1875 the 
journal was made a_ twenty-four-columa 
sheet, 17x22, and an annual subscription 
price of $1 charged. Brown retired, and 8S. 
J. Mathes came in August, 1880, the sheet 
growing to eight columns, 24x38, and the 
subscription price climbing to $2. 58S. J. 
Mathes was at this time editor. 


And now, in 18381, with the founding of 
the big daily that was henceforth to be the 
journalistic representative of Southern Cali- 
fornia, the “land of heart's desire,” modern 
newspaper history may be said to have be- 
gun. The Mirror was absorbed into this 
daily, becoming practically its weekly edi- 
tion. There will be many who will be able 
to hark back to the beginning of this epoch

neers, who have been identified with the
